Colquitt County Success. 


Rehabilitation of Georgia’s 
farm lands by following the precepts 
and example of a county in the state 
that has no vacant agricultural acre- 
age was the subject of a conference 
held here Thursday. 

The district governor of Rotary, the 
district governor of Kiwanis and. the 
president of the State Chamber of 
Commerce have pledged their support 
of the movement to enlighten the en- 
tire state to its possbilities of re- 
habilitating Georgia’s idle farm acres 
by a large attendance of influential 
Georgians at Moultrie’s Harvest Fes- 
tival, October 22. 

District Governor Tom Law, 
Rotary, was present at Thursday's 
conference, and District Governor 
Gibbs, Jesup, of Kiwanis, was repre 
sented along with W. T. Anderson, 
editor of the Macon Telegraph, and 
Wiley Moore, president of the State 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Mr. Anderson told those present 
that he had had a personal survey 
of Colquitt county and Moultrie made 


and that his representative found that 


not only were there no vacant farms 


‘in the county but no vacant houses 


in the city of Moultrie. 
“There have been a thousand con- 
ferences held throughout the state of 


Georgia seeking to find out why there | 


are 60,000 idle farms in the state,” 
Mr. Anderson said, “and at all of 
them every one agreed that something 
should be done. 

“We have always thought the 
But the trouble 
has been with the cities. What is 
the use for the farmer to diversify if 
there is no market for what he pro- 
duces? 

“The visit of our representative to 
Moultrie and my own observations 
have demonstrated that Georgia’s 
farms can be rehabilitated. The Moul- 
has worked and is still 
working, and I believe if their suc- 
cess can be broadcast throughout 
Georgia the real movement to rehabili- 
tate the farms of the state will be 
under way and gain momentum. 

“The conditions that exist at Moul- 
trie are worthy of example. It is 


remarkable that this county has no’ 
'vacant farms and it is more remark- 


able that Moultrie, a city of 10,867 
residents, hasn’t a vacant house.” 

It was emphasized at the meeting 
that the invitation to the people of 
Georgia to come to Moultrie October 
22 is strictly a Moultrie invitation. 
Mr. Anderson, the governors of Ro- 
tary and Kiwanis and President 
Moore of the Chamber of Commerce, 
have merely interested ves in 
the spreading of the invitation that 
all Georgia might know of the success 
that has come to Colquitt county and 
spread it around Georgia.

Radio Men Indicted 
In Mail Fraud Charge 


LOS ANGELES, Oct. 9.—(?)— 
Thirteen men, including two radio an- 
nouncers, were indicted by the federal 
grand jury today for allegedly engi- 
neering a $300, 000 mail swindle. 
through alleged usurious loans and 
false radio broadcasting. 


Assistant United States Attorney 
Redwine said it was the first time in 
the west radio advertising had been 
made the basis of a government 
swindle charge. 


The defendants operated as the 
Cash Finance Corporation and two 
subsidiary concerns, the Record 
Searching Title Corporation and the 
John R, Cantor firm. 


Redwine said persons calling at the 
company for ‘easily arranged loans” 
were in every instance forced to buy 
shares of the concern for $25 a share.

CHICAGO, Oct. 9.—(/)—William 
Randolph Hearst was greeted by Chi- 
cago today in a civic demonstration 
which took for its keynote the fa- 
miliar slogan of Mayor William Hale 
Thompson—“America first.” 


The publisher was invited by the 
mayor and the city council and the 
Cook county board to be the central 
figure in a “Chi¢ago Day” celebration 
after his expulsion from France for 
publishing in his newspapers the se- 
cret Anglo-French treaty. The fes- 
tivities were also in commemoration 
of the Chicago fire of 59 years ago. 

The demonstration started with a 
25-mile parade which included 50 
bands and from 3,500 to 5,000 auto- 
mobiles.

Whooping cough is a respira- 
tory infection, like diphtheria and 
scarlet fever, the germs being con- 
veyed in the droplets of mouth or 
throat secretion or sputum given off 
in a fine spray when the patient 
coughs. This spray carries as far 
as 10 or 12 feet. Of course kissing 
would be a likely way to transmit 
the infection, but likewise it is 
probably spread only in the cough 
spray. The disease is most commu- 
nicable in the “catarrhal stage,” for a 
week or 10 days before the whoop oc- 
curs. The disease ceases to be com- 
municable, as a rule, with three 
weeks afier the whoop begins.

NEW YORK, Oct. 9.—(4#)—The 
stock market swept down through last 
November’s lows today. 

Weakened by a month of almost 
steadily declining quotations, the price 
structure gave way under the unfavor- 
able news of suspension of another 
member firm for insolvency. How- 
.ver, the market did not collapse; the 
decline, averaging 5.8 points, was or- 
derly and gave no evidence of demor- 
alization. There was a rally after 
the first flood of selling had been ex- 
bausted, but the recovery enabled the 
shorts to cover without much sacri- 
fice of profits and the decline was re- 
sumed, with the closing not far above 
the bottom. 

The final composite price on 90 
leading sharés was 140.3, duplicating 
the 1929 low established on November 
13, although more inclusive averages 
went below the November 13 level: 
several days ago. It was the largest 
drop since August 8, and the total 
sales of 5,050,600 shares were the 
largest since June 18. 

Weakness in bonds which had been 
moving against the trend of the mar- 
ket for equity securities was a note- 
worthy feature of the day, although 
much of the selling doubtless came 
from holders in need of funds for stock 
accounts. Foreign bonds, with few 
exceptions, sagged; some were ex- 
tremely soft. 

Extends to Other Marts. 

Wheat and corn joined the down- 
ward procession with declines of 2 to 
3 cents a bushel. Cotton showed con- 
siderable irregularity and was 2 points 
higher to 4 lower at the close. 

Favorite investment stocks, which 
have been increasingly weak of late. 
gave ground freely and many, includ- 
ing U. S. Steel and American Tele- 
phone, broke through their November 
minimums on extreme losses that aver- 
aged 5 points. Attempts at support 


were ineffective. The most striking 
example in this direction was the 
lively battle at the U. S. Steel post 
in the forenoon when large buying or- 
ders failed to hold the stock at 150. 
It subsequently touched 146, closing 
at 146 3-8, off 4 3-4. American Can 
and Atchison were .:rtually the only 
active favorites that did not make 
at least new 1930 lows. 

News from the business world was 
largely unimportant, so that the mar- 
ket’s difficulties came from within. 
Bradstreet’s building index for Sep- 
tember showed 6.5 per cent gain in 
permits over August. Baldwin Loco- 
motive’s shipments last month were 
slightly higher and the head of a de- 
partment store chain reported that 
earnings this year were running ahead 
of 1929. In addition, there vere re- 
assuring -vords from Dr. Schacht, 
former president of the reichsbank, 
concerning Germany’s foreign debts, 
which he said woul. be paid. He 
also asserted that Germany’s foreign 
trade must be increased 50 per cent 
if she is te be able to meet the terms 
of the reparations agreement. 

Big Loan Decline. 

Brokers aed in the past week de- 
clined $158,000,000, establishing a 
new low for the year for the second 
successive week. The largest shrink- 
age was in New York city member 
banks’ loans for own account, which 
were off about $100,000,000. 

Interest in the money markets cen- 
tered largely on the increase in the 
reichsbank’s discount rate to 5 per 
cent from 4. This wasseen asa strict- 
ly domestic affair rather fhan as a 
forerunner of firmer world markets, 
for Germany has been losing gold as 
well as capital since the elections. 
Rates on time accommodations here 
stiffened slightly, but call money was 
unchanged at 2 per cent. 

Net losses of 5 points were numer- 
ous in prominent stocks. In this 
group fell Case, Coca Cola, Electric 
Power & Light, Stone & Webster, 
Johns-Manville, New York Central 
and Columbia Gas. Goodyear Rub- 
ber, Ingersoll Rand, International 
Business Machines, Vanadium, Stan- 
dard Gas, Rock Island, Allied Chemi- 
cal and Westinghouse Electric closed 
6 or more lower, while in the 4 point 
list were American Can, American & 
Foreign Power, American Telephone,

NEW YORK, Oct. 9.—(#)—The 
stock market swept down through last 
November’s lows today. 

Weakened by a month of almos 
steadily declining quotations, the price 
structure gave way under the unfavor- 
able news of suspension of another 
member firm for insolvency. How- 
.ver, the market did not collapse; the 
decline, averaging 5.8 points, was or- 
derly and gave no evidence of demor- 
alization. There was a rally after 
the first flood of selling had been ex- 
hausted, but the recovery enabled the 
shorts to cover without much sacri- 
fice of profits and the decline was re- 
sumed, with the closing not far above 
the bottom. 

The final composite price on 90 
leading shares was 140.3, duplicating 
the 1929 low established on November 
13, although more inclusive averages 
went below 
several days ago. It was the largest 
drop since August 8, and the total 
sales of 5,050,600 shares were the 
largest since June 18. 

Weakness in bonds which had been 
moving against the trend of the mar- 
ket for equity securities was a note- 
worthy feature of the day, although 
much of the selling doubtless came 
from holders in need of funds for stock 
accounts. Foreign bonds, with few 
exceptions, sagged; some were ex- 
tremely soft. 

Extends te Other Marts. 

Wheat and corn joined the down- 
ward procession with declines of 2 to 
3 cents a bushel. Cotton showed con- 
siderable irregularity and was 2 points 
higher to 4 lower at the close. 

Favorite investment stocks, which 
have been increasingly weak of late. 
gave ground freely and many, includ- 
ing U. S. Steel and American Tele- 
phone, broke through their November 
minimums on extreme losses that aver- 
aged 5 points. Attempts at support

Big Loan Decline.

“Il believe any boy can become a sure tackler if he ever 
really goes after a runner at top speed and brings him down 
with a jolt,’’ Frank said when asked something about tackling 
technique. “Nothing in football gives a man more real enjoy- 


ment than nailing the man with the ball or cutting a side back | 


out of the path of your own ball carrier. If a boy ever gets 
that thrill once he will be a good tackler.” 

Frank Dudley always tackled as if he liked it. I 
have seen him go through game after game taking tre- 
mendous punishment in putting runners on the ground, 
yet never flagging in his efforts. 

Tackling is hard work, One gets more jolting contacts 
tackling than in any other evolution. To some it is the drudgery 
of the game. All of us have seen good ball carriers and great 
lorward passers who disliked to tackle. They play as if hoping 
some other man gets to the ball carrier first. 

It takes a rare spirit really to enjov the roughest features 
of the game. Frank Ferst liked to sock them, so did Cargile. So 
tlso did’ Father Lumpkin, To them ball carrying was just a duty 
that had to be done. Knocking the runner from under his hel- 
met or blocking on offense was the life*for them. Frank Dudley 
was of the same temperament.

ROME, Oct. 9.—(4)—The religious 
marriage of Princess Giovanna, daugh- 
ter of the king and queen of Italy, to 
Boris, “bachelor king” of Bulargia, 
will be performed at San Rossore, near 
Pisa, summer home of the royal fam- 
ily, on November 15. 

Official announcement of the date 
and plans for the international mar- 
riage were made public today. King 
Boris is scheduled to arrive on Satur- 
day for the final arrangements and of- 
ficial betrothal. 

Next week, after these discussions, 
Boris will go to the Vatican for a talk 
with the pope. 

The marriage will be performed by 
Cardinal Maffi, of Pisa, who celebrat- 
ed the wedding mass of Crown Prince 
Humbert and Princess Marie Jose, of 
Belgium. last January, or Monsignor 
ial Beccaria, the court chap- 
ain. 

It was believed here today that an- 
other marriage then would follow at 
Sofia according to the orthodox rite. 
The rule of the Catholic church says 
that the religious marriage ought to 
take place near the residence of the 
bride.
